TOWN ORLINANCE bo. 28. 


An Ordinargce Pertaining te Sew - 
erage in the Tewn ef Keno. 


[Passed July 7, 1888.) 


B VIRTUE OF THE POWER AND AU- 
thority conferred by the laws of the 
State of Nevada, the Board of County Com- 
niissioners do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. It is hereby made the duty of all 
persons owning property fronting on streets 
and jalleys within the corporate limits of the 
town of Reno, through which the sewer sys- 
tem of said town has been, or may hereaiter 
be completed, to properly connect the waste 
and soil pipes of their respective premises 
with said sewer system, so as to 8 
and efiectually drain their said prem- 
ises, and ail such connections shall 
be made with iron or vitrified earthen 
and if any property-owner shall 
tail, refuse or neglect to make proves 
connection with said sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of thirty days aiter 
the cempletion of said sewer system to or 
past his ur her premises, the Board of County 
Commissioners shall cause written notice to 
be served upon all such property-owners, or 
the party in possession of such premises, to 
immediately cause such connections to be 
made; and if the persom or persons so no- 
tified fail, refuse or negiect to connect such 
premises with the sewer system, as herein 
provided, for a period of ten days alter ser- 
vice of such notice, all vaults, sinks and 
cesspools upon such premises shail be 


deemed a public nuisance, and the Sheriff ot. 


Washoe county shall have authority, and it 
is hereby made his duty, upon written order 
of the Commissioners, to summarily remove 
the same,and in so doing may employ such 
help as he may deem necessary; and any ex- 
pense incurred therein shali become a lien 
upon the premises afiected thereby. Alter 
removing the nuisance, as herein directed, 
the Sheriff shall make an itemized statement 
of the expenses incurred by him in the per- 
formance of such duty, and deliver the same 
to the District Attorney, who shall imme- 
diately commence an action, in the name of 
the County Commissioners, against the 
owner or owners of the premises tor the col- 
lection of the same. 

Section 2. When any sink, vault or cess 
pool has been rcmo by order of the Com 
missioners, as provided in Section 1 of this 
ordinance, the owner, or any person in 
session of any such premises, who shall 
thereafter erect, maintain or suffer to exist 
upon such * — any vault, sink or cess. 
pool, shail be deemed guilty of maiutaining 
a nuisance, and upon conviction thereof be 
fore any Court of competent jurisdiction, 
shall be fined in any sum not less than $25, 
nor more than $100, or be imprisoned in 
the County Jail not to exceed 25 days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonmeut.

A Split in the American Party 
Convention—Germany’s Warlike 
Emperor—Miscellaneous. 


A BAD BEGINNING. 


A Serious @plit in the American 
Party Ceonventica. 


WASHINGTON, August 16.— When 
the convention of the American 


party reassembled yesterday, Gov- | 


ernor Sharp offered a resolution 
pledgiug the convention to nomi- 
nate independent candidates for 
Presideut and Vice-President. A 
long discussion followed, during 
which it was intimated that the 
New York delegation was in some- 
body’s pay. The previous question 
being called for, Governor Sharp’s 
motion was put and carried by an 
almost unanimous vote. A sub- 
stitute motion that New York be 
allowed one vote in the couvention 
for every two delegates present 
from that State was lost by a vote 
of 89 to 49. 

Hawley’s resolution allowing a 
congressional representative was 
taken ap. The roll veing called, 
the resolution was lost by 43 to 
49. 
The Illinois delegation ‘then an- 
nounced that masmuch as it came 
here to participate in a national 
convention and not in a New York 
State convention, it would with- 
draw, and left the hall. Peunsyl- 
vania, Vermont, Wisconsin and 
several other delegations also left. 
The New York and California del- 
egation were almost the only ones 
which remained. A recess was 
taken until 7 A. M. 

Iu the evening the majority re- 
port of the Committee on P'at form 
and Resvlutions was adopted. It 
favors the abolitiou of naturaliza- 
tion laws, demands that no crimi- 
nals, pau or ivsane persons 
shall be allowed to come into the 
country, aud that in order to be- 
come an immigrant to the United 
States a man must satisfy the Con- 
sul at the port from which he 
wishes to sail, that he does not 
come under the probibitorv clauses 
and must pay a per capita tax to 
the Consul before sailing. It de- 
clares.in favor of prohibiting im- 
migration of all persons not in 
»ympathy with the goverument ot 
the United States against alien 
ownership of land, in favor of free 
technical schools for American 
children and iu favor of expendi- 
tures of surplus fur building of 
furtifications and paval vessels. 

At ten o’clock Chairman Wig- 
gipton announced that nomina- 
tions for a candidate fur President 
of the United States were in order. 
Ex-Governor Sharp, in a brief 
speech, placed In nomiustlon James 
1. Neg * of Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Watts, Maryland, nominated 
Abram 8. Hewitt, of New York. 
Judge Church, of New York, 
placed in nomination James IL. 
Curtis, of New York. The Cali 
fornia d seconded Hew- 
itt’s nomination, as did also the 
District of Columbia. New York 
seconded the pay eg of Curtis. 
The result of the first ballot was 
as follows: Curtis Hewitt 1. 
Negley 4. Curtis was declared the 
nominee of the Convention. On 
motion of a delegate from Caliſor- 
via, General Curtis’ nomination 
was made unanimous.

American Steamship Line, has just 
brought news of a collision off 
Sable Island between the Geiser 
and Thingvalla, of the Thingvalla 
Line, which occured at 4 o'clock 
on the morning of Angnst 14. The 
Geiser sank in five minutes after 
the collision and 105 persons were 
drowned, The Thingvalla was so 
disabled that she had to put into 
Lialifax after transferring all her 
passengers to the Wieland. The 
Geiser had 86 passengers aboard, 
72 of whom were drowned or 
killed in the collision, ard 14 were 
taken on the Thingvalla, and then 
on the Wieland. The Geiser's crew 
numbered 50, 88 of whom were 
drowned an‘ 17 saved. Captain 
Moller, of the Geiser, was among 
those saved. 

The passengers of the Thingvalla 
transferred to the Wieland num- 
bered 455. The Geiser left this 
port August 11, bound for Stettin. 
The Thingvalia was on der way to 
this city and was advertised to 
leave here August 25. A very 


heavy sea and dense fog were ex- 


perienced through the night and 
early morning of the 14th. The 
Thingvalla struck the Gei-er on 
the starboard side amid ships. 
The boats then parted and within 
five minutes the Geiser sank. 

The crew of the Thingvalla did 
all they could to save the Geiser’s 
crew and passengers, while still in 
doubt as to whether the Thingvalia 
was not dangerously disabled, but 
owing to the heavy sea only 31 
were saved. No other vessel was 
nea” at the time. The Wieland 
was on her way to this port and 
was 100 miles away. At 1:30 o’clock 
on the morning of the 14th the 
Wieland was sighted, signals of 
distress were mad® by the Thing- 
vaiin and the transfer of passengers 
begun. The sea was very heavy, 
but no mishaps occured in the 


tranfer of the passengers rescued.

| Exclusion Bill. From the following 
extracts it will be seen that the speech 
puts Harrison in an excellent light, 
knocks Thurman into a hole and 
straightens out the record of the Re- 
publican party on the Chinese ques- 
tion.

A GOOD SUGGESTION. 
—— —ñ 
An Intelligent Farmer Gives His 
Brethren Good Advic-. 

The want of water in the Truckee 
river is a matter which is provoking 
considerable discussion. The question 
how to remedy the evil is agitating the 
minds of those interested. Sugyges- 
tions how to remedy the evil com- 
plained of are always in order. In an 
interview with a very intelligent 
rancher recently, that which appeared 
to be a practical idea was brought 
forth. 

At and near the head of the Truckee 
there are a series of dams used for the 
purpose of floating logs, and which, 
necessarily, places the water under the 
control of the owners thereof, as well 
as the flow of water from Lake Tahoe. 


The sugyestion made was, that either 
Washoe county or those of the county 
epecially interested instead of raixing 
money to resist the impeding of the 
water by these dums and crippling the 
lumber interest by re-orting to law, 
should make amicable arrangements 
with the mill men to regulate the flow 
of water, and after satisfactory and a 
binding agreement is made and entered 
into, apply the money that would be 
necessarily spent in litigation, pro 
aud con, tu raixing the head dam two 
or three feet or nore, if it would not 
trespass on the rights of those on the 
shore of the lake, and thus husband 
the surplus of water, that is wu ted in 
the spring-tin.e. till July and August 
when there is a want for it. 

The argument used in favor of this 
idea wax, if those who control the flow 
by dams were required té tear out 
these owtructions during certain sen 
sone of the year, there would be a sur- 
us of water that would flow into 

’yramid and Mud lakes, and there 
would be none in store when nost 
needed as now for the second crop of 
alfalfa and pasturave; that by rai-ing 
the head dam the surplus water, which 
tlows into the lake from the mountain 
streams, avid nsited snow, coall be 
utilized and all interests served and no 
interest would be harmed, and thus 
we would have a practical den.onstra- 
tion cheaply made of the advantages 
of storing water, which would lead to 
other or like schemes in various parts 
of the State 

This suggestion may lead to others, 
and out of the many something feas- 
able may result.

Taking Food When the Thermometer Is 


below Forty Degrees F. 

About noon, or a little later, it is time 
to take a lunch, and that rest is conse- 
quentiy a little longer than usual. If 
there is any cooked meat from the morn- 
ing meal it is devoured at this time. 

Usually this meal is made from raw 

frozen meat, that of the reindeer being 
the best, unless it is intensely cold weath- 
or, when the fat seal and walrus are 
deemed better. With a hand ax or hatchet 
‘sometimes a butcher’s saw is used), 
chunks are cut from the hard frozen mass 
bout the size of one’s fist, and these so- 
idifed pleces, that one could use as 4 
tone, are then converted into brashy 
nusses by pounding them with the back 
of the axe or hatchet. 

If the thermometer is below 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the meat must be breathed 
ona few times or, if partaken of freely, 
will freeze the tender mucous membrane 
vithe mouth aud leave a painful seusa- 
tion of burning. 

The first effect of this peculiar polar 
lunch isto chill the person through and 
to set him to shivering; but in a very lit- 
tle while a reaction of genial warmth sets 
in, and the luncher feels much warmer, 
he imagines, than if he had partaken of a 
hot meal.—The Chatauquan.
